T1h‘ Cauadiaii-owneil stable of B. Davies played an importaut part in earl}' eastern and Canadian racing 
of tlie year, but owing to the retirement of such winning horses as Plate Glass. I.iltertv Hall and Cal- 
gary did not figure so importantly In the autumn campaign. In Plate tilass Mr. Davies possessed one of 
tlie liest handicap horses of recent years, a capital weight carrier and gifted with spe^ of the extreme 
order. I.iberty Hail was quite the best two-year-old raced in tlie early spring in the eastern campaign, but 
iiiet with an accident and was not raced subsequent to the Pimlico spring meeting. Calgary was expected 
to prove a real star and fell short- when put to the test of racing, but at that ran well and demmistrate<l 
Ills riglit to In* ranked with the best of the year. Others that raced usefully for the stable were Knights 
l-'iffer. First Sight, Fatherola and Flower Girl, the stable record for the year being: 






— At a meeting of the 
stewards ««f the J.jckey Club tlie Charleston Fair aial 
Baciiig Assoi'iatimi was granted dates to conduct a 
ra».-c iuc«*tiug of fifty-five days from Jaiiuar.v until 
March 2!1.

Jockey Club, is the matter of the law iu t$outli 
Carolina, and Mr. Pons and bis asMM-iates have a 
battle to win before racing will In* |M>ssible even im 
January 25. A prohibitory measure goes into eff-tct 
January 1, and unless it is amend^. repealed or 
liou-cnforced, the racing will not be laissible. 

Tlie track has gone along with its preparatioiis 
for the meeting. The stakes have been closed and 
there an? two plans that may be worked suco'ss- 
fully to avoid interference with the s|iort. One is 
to have the ofieration of the law susiiended uu:il 
July 1. ami the otlM‘r is to fight it on the technical- 
ity that the iiM*asurc appearing on the statute books 
is iKt! tin* one that was passed, for the reason that 
It does not sIhjw the amendments that were made 
aftt*r fbe bill was originally introduced.

Eclipse Stakes at Sandowii Park. Time flics so fast 
that it hardly seems isissible that Maher has U-eii 
with IIS nearly thirteen .vears. but such is the case. 
It was iu tbe autuniii of I9tl0 that he qiiitteil the 
laud of stars and stritNrs to try his luck under tbe 
I'liioii Jack, ami following the lead of the mighty 
mite. Toil Shiaii. he .seizeil his first opportunity ;if 
s<-oring a iHilI's-eye. Tod had preceded him by 
tlireo years, and. if I rcuiemlier rightly, came over 
at the iustaiu'e of J. It. Keene to ride St. Cloud iu 
the Camliridgeshire, while incideiitall.v I may men- 
ti'Hi be thought be had won liy a neck. Iiut not so 
the judge, whose award went in favor of Conifr-^.v 
b.v a head. Sloan, in spite of tbe previous visit of 
Simms, may be said to have been the pioueer of die 
American crouch seat as far as riding In England is 
eoiu-eriicd. and bis sue<-ess was pbenonienal, but un- 
f‘irf iiiiately lie came iiniler the ban of tlie powers 
that were, and retireii gracefully.' but by no means 
•lisgraceil : indeed, there are many who bold to the 
opinioii that be might with fair Justice have been 
graiited a lic<‘n<-e to ride again. 

It is. however, with .Maher, not Sloan, that I am 
iniiiKsliately concerned, and straightaway, I ma.v say 
tliat ill spite of having lieen in a sense — not for a 
moiiieiit disrcsjiectful — an Interlojier. be had uot 
l>eeii liere long before he became one of tbe |H>|tnli’.r 
idols among knights of tbe pigskin, and tliat pleasure 
has lM*eii enhaiK’ed rather than diseonuteil on fur 
tiler ac<|iiaiiitance. His first appearance in tbe sad- 
dle in England was at the Manchester Septemliei' 
Meeting in ItMMt, when, fur Mr. MeCreer,v. lie landed 
die slight odds laid on Paiiite for a two-yenr-otd 
si-lliiig ra<-e. and in thosi- same colors, and at b's 
next essay, he won the Friday Plate on tlie same 
day on Bad News. To say the least of it. this w-xs 
an airspiciniis start for the newcomer, who went on 
smiling until at the Manchester terminal meeting iie 
won the Ktaml Plate <m Gloucester for J. Moffat, at 
10« to 7. and so lirought his score ini to tweiity- 
sr-veii for Ins brief season. Except ror the short 
leather. Ins style was coiupured with that of Tom 
(iaiiiioii. w4ieh was no mean compliment to coni 
iiieiiee with, and Ins fame as an expert in tin* art of 
race riding was forthwith established. In spite of 
all c-HiiiietitiiHi la- iHM-amc tbe fashion and de- 
siTvtsily so. hnf he liad not Im'od here lung liefort* it 
was observed that he was riding at several holes 
greater length than originall.v. For the time iMdiig 
his first services were aceortled to George Blaek- 
well's stable, and in the next season be scored his 
initial classic sncc«*ss b.v the Instrumental it.v of 
.Vida, for the late Kir James Miller, in tbe 0;ie 
Tliousand Guineas. As already notlOed. he won the 
Two Th<Hisand Guineas for Lord Rosebery on Neil 
Gow. ami for Ixird Derby the Oaks on Keystone II. 
Tlie Derh.v, however, has been bis chief iiiediuin of 
snce«*ss, lie liavilig l»e<*u the pilot of Rock Kami when 
h‘‘ won for Sir James Miller. Cicero for I.iord Rosc- 
lier.v. and Spearmint for Major Eustace LsNler. and 
to eiiiphasiiM' the classic sequence he steerml K<N*k 
Sand to vii-tory in the SI. I,eger. as also Bayardo 
f‘ir Mr. Fairie. — “Vigilant.” in Lomloii Sportsiiiiiii. 

A GOOD HORSE THAT HAS GONE TO THE STUD. 

Doranlc. a hors** that rae«*<l with flislinetion in 
reienl years In the colors of his breeder. F. A. •'.vr- 
sytbe, has finally n-tired from rttciog and Is leiw 
in tbe stud in keiitnc.v. Dorante last raced in 1911. 
when he was under lease to Herman R. Brandt. 
He retired with the record of having won the eom- 
fortable sum of $39,725. practically all of It for 
Mr. Forsythe. 

.\s a two-year-old, Dorante was eoutemporaneons 
with such stars of tlw* track as the incomparable 
Colin, tin- gn*at Fair Play, tlie iiiight.r King Jaup-s 
and other youiigsteiK tliat made tlie Juvenile racing 
of 11817 on' the givat tracks of New York State so 
nietuorable. It was not until Oetqber of that year 
that Durante graduated from tbe maiden class b.v a 
victory in the Nursery Handicap at Belmont Park, 
ill which valuable race Falcada. Fair Play. Jim Ga.T- 
uey aial other cracka followed tun to the finish. 



Prior to this he had started only a few times. Ilis 
last and next liest race as a two-year-old was when 
he ran second to the sensational Hessian iu an over- 
night handicap at Aqueduct. 

It was as a theee-year-old that Dorante enjoved 
his most successful season. He ran thini to Celt 
and Jack Atkin in the Coney Island Jockey Club 
Weight-for-Age race after a series of iinsnceessful 
efforts earlier in the year. Then, after winning a 
couple of overnight handicaps, he ran second to the 
unbeaten Colin in tbe Tidal Stakes at Sheepsiiead 
Ba.v. t.’ollii won this race by two lengths and it 
was tbe only time iu his illustrious career that be 
was put to a drive to win. Both be and Dorante 
carried 126 (lonnds and it was the fastest Tidal up 
to that time, tlie mile and a quarter being run in 
2:04. Then Dorante ran third to Fair Plav ami 
King James in the Lawrence Realisation Stakes at 
Shcepsbead Bay and followed up that iierfonuauce 
b.v scoring a brilliant victor.v in the Travers Sta.kes 
at Saratoga, in which he carrit*d ton weight and be.it 
such goiMl ones at King Jam(*s, Beancoup and Sir 
John Johnson. On going back to Slieepsbead Bay 
for til© fall meeting, lie ran second to Half Sovereign 
in tlie Fall Handicap, and tlien won tbe Twin City 
Handicap, in which he lieat .Master Robert. Stamina. 
Dandelion, and other stars. A series of thinls in 
the Century Stakes, the Omiiiiini Handicap, the .4ii- 
nual Chaiiiiiioii Stakes, and tlie Uriental Handicap, 
in which h© was beaten by tlie very topnotebers of 
the season, eiideii his racing for that vear in the 
east. On being traiisferreil to Ookland for a winter 
campaign, lie won several overniglit ra«s*s, ran sei-- 
ond to Don Enrique in the Thanksgiving Handicap 
and second to Restigonebe in the Sacramento Handi- 
cap before winning the valiiahle Christinas Handicap, 
in which he made his final appearance as a tbree- 
year-old. week later he ran thini to PIrestoii.- 
and Light Wool in the New Year Handicap and tln-.i 
he was third in ihe Lissak Hamlicap. which stake 
was won by bis stablemate. Higli Private. In the 
Burns Handicap, the richest event of Ca liforiiii 
racing, lie ran second to bis old-time rival, S. C. 
Hildreth’s King James. 

From then niiMI the time of his retirement he 
failed to distinguish liiiiiself particularly, although 
lie ran some f.iir races after Heriiiaii Brandt took 
him in charge in 1910 , in the fall of which vear lie 
won file Moctezniiia Stakes at Juarez. On jaiiuarv 
21. 1911. lie ran a dead heat with General Mareh'- 
moiit in tile Victorina Stakes at Juarez and the fol- 
lowing month he raee<J for the last lime, when he 
ran si*oond to Follie Levy in the Jalapa .Stakes. 

It may truly be said of Dorante that he lacked 
little of being a great horse. He was able to run 
in all sorts of going and lie onild sprint as well as 
slay. Tlie record of his ean-er is shown year bv 
year in the tabulation wliicb foilows;

Swish and Oilpy Take Purses far W. E. Applegate- 
Latter Wins in Impressive Style ea Emerging 
From Long RetiiemenL 



El I’aso, Tex., Dei'ember 12. — Fmir favorites fin- 
ished first hi*re this afternoon and all of them weie 
heavily backed. The stable of W. E. Applegate ac- 
counted for two purses, taking ode with Swish, which 
bad raced indifferently in bis two previooa starts 
here. In his preceding race he left tbe post slowly 
ami had scant chance, but today be was away with 
the leaders and found it easy to dispose of his oppo- 
sition. 

Gilpy. a fast sprinter that has been in retirement 
for montbs owing to a breakdown here last seasiMi, 
faced the barrier in the fifth race and scored an 
easy victory. He dashed to tbe front at the start 
and. opening a tremendous gap. won unextended. 
After tin* finish he pnlleil np in sound condition ainl 
it is likely he will be a frequent winner here this 
season. 

Don Enrique, which races well when he pleases, 
came from far back to win tbe sixth race at a mile. 
He was going away from bis opposition at the end.

Racing Secretary Edward Jasper is confined to bis 
home with a severe attack of rbenmatinm.
